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No, It Isn't Over Yet! 

The fact that the war is far from over yet was 
brought home to Antioch people with shocking force- 
fulness with the receipt of word during the past few 
days that another young man from this community had 
given his life for his country. 

News that hostilities in Europe had ceased 
brought an understandable lift to the spirits of all in 
this country, who felt that a milestone, at least, on the 
hard journey toward world peace had been reached. 

There are few people in this country (we believe) 
so childish as to think that the rehabilitation of Europe, 
the contiuering of Japan or the solving of our own many 
post-war difficulties will be easy. But most Americans 
are of an optimistic temperament. We are inclined to 
hope for the best, even as we go about the task of pre- 
paring for the worst. 

Shocked as we Iiave been by the callousness shown 
both toward their own and other peoples by those lea- 
ders wlio have been most influential in plunging the 
-world into this most horrible of all wars, wo have hoped 
and determined that some good might be made to come 
out of all the suffering, grief, worry, deprivation, des- 
truction, labor and general inconvenience as well as 
downright tragedy that has been wrought throughout the 
world. 

As the war and its attendant havoc continue, we 
in this country, and, so far as we can observe, the peo- 
ple in many other countries as well, become more firmly 
determined that the greed, the downright malice, the ut- 
4er lack of scruple that have been among its underlying 
.causes and that have helped to make it more awful shall 
not prevail. 

While we may complain about inconveniences, 
while our hearts are deeply louclied by tragedies, and 
while we have never truly expected that victory could 
be won save at terrible cost, we >are not inclined, either 
as a nation or as individuals, to leave a task only partly 
done. 

While we in this country can give thanks for the 
services of many splendid and trustworthy leaders, we 
are inclined to feel that the responsibility does not end 



with them, nor with the men in the front lines, the sup- 
ply lines, in the planes or on ships, but that it extends 
back to the humblest individual among us. With all our 
bickering and with all our differences, we are grateful 
for what we have had in the past years of our nation, 
and we have faith in, the future. 

Ascertain German general was reported in news 
dispatches after the Nazi surrender to have said re- 
garding a certain Aiherican division (the Fourth, we be- 
lieve it was), that if he could command such a group of 
men he would have realized his life's ambition. 

Now, praise from a foe is praise indeed, but we've 
been thinking back a little further to. the. things that 
made this division — and others of our groups in the 
armed services — what they ore. 

There isn't an awful lot of flashiness or colorful- 
ness about any of the American armed services, so far 
as we can see. They are made up pretty much with an 
eye to service, efficiency and endurance. That's prob- 
ably what the Nazi general was approving in this partic- 
ular group, There isn't an awful lot of glamor for 
American people in war. We know that the price for it 
comes out of IWr. ,and Mrs. John Q. Public and their 
kids. 

So it's Mr. and Mrs. J. Q. P. & family, who have to 
turn to and get the job done.. What that German general 
was seeing wasn't that division or its equipment or Its 
leaders; he wasn't seeing the money, the training or, the 
work that made that made all of those things possible; 
he was seeing the products of a free nation, of the fami- 
lies who brought up those boys,, of the schools they at- 
tended, of the fellow citizens who worked to arm them, 
of traditions and ideals that go back to the very start of 
this country and of leaders who were likewise trained in 
those traditions and ideals; he was also seeing men who, 
with all their very human faults and failings, have 
pretty much carried over into their military life the 
habit of trying to do the best work they can with the 
material at hand. The things that those men have Sone, 
the tasks that they have accomplished, stagger the imagi- 
nation. 

Some of those men will be able to come home. 
Others will have to go to the Asiatic theater of war- 
fare to augment and relieve those who have been carry- 
ing on the struggle there. 

There is still a heavy burden for all— but it is not 
unreasonable to believe that we will have the courage, 
the stamina and the ability to carry on the struggle to a 
triumphant conclusion. '
